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WINTER MAINTAINS ICY GRIP

Winter temperatures dealt 
Kentuckians another blow 
Thursday when frigid polar 
air behind a cold front moved 
across the state. The subzero 
temperatures kept the snow 
and ice around through the 
weekend and into the begin¬ 
ning of this week. A second 


round of snow Friday added 
another 11/2 inches to the ap¬ 
proximately 12 inches from 
the Feb. 16 storm. 

City schools were closed 
the entire week of Feb. 16. Al¬ 
though district maintenance 
personnel removed snow from 
the parking lots and streets 
next to the campus, some ar¬ 
eas, especially around apart¬ 


ment and housing complexes 
where school buses have to 
travel, were still “treacher¬ 
ous,” Superintendent Lenny 
Whalen said. 

According to Whalen, the 
schools experienced some 
leaking as a result of drains on 
the roof freezing. Some ceiling 
tiles were lost, but the dam¬ 
age was minimal. Whalen said 


head custodian Heath Burden 
pushed snow off the junior 
high building before Friday’s 
snow which helped, but the 
additional accumulation and 
refreezing made the situation 
very difficult. 

“Our maintenance and 
custodial crews did a super 
job getting our campus clear. 
Everyone worked very hard,” 


Whalen said. 

The winter weather has left 
the district with several school 
days to make up. One day will 
be made up in March, and 
Whalen said he is looking at 
options for making up the oth¬ 
ers. He will work with the ad¬ 
ministration to develop a plan. 

For now, everyone is glad to 
be back in school this week. 
Attendance was above 95 per¬ 
cent Monday and Tuesday. 

“We’re running pretty 
strong right now,” Whalen 
said. 

The Kentucky Mesonet re¬ 
ported the state’s coldest tem¬ 
perature Thursday at minus 
22 degrees at two locations — 
near Elkton in Todd County 
and near Cynthiana in Har¬ 
rison County. All regions of 
the state recorded subzero 
temperatures that day. The hot 
spot was Hickman in Fulton 
County with a low of 3 degrees 
above zero. 

Crews from the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet have 
been working for more than 
a week to clear highways and 
improve driving conditions. 
The KYTC is hoping for a few 
hours of sunshine to warm 
pavement temperatures and 
help activate salt and ice¬ 
fighting chemicals. Any ar¬ 
eas where moisture remains 
on the road can potentially 
refreeze, creating pavement 
frosting or black ice. 

The only significant flood¬ 
ing issue reported in the dis¬ 
trict was on Ky. 109 in Hopkins 
County. Water Over Road signs 
have been put up due to a wa¬ 
ter-covered section between 
the 6 and 8 mile markers be¬ 
tween Dawson Springs and 
Providence.

The Dawson Springs City 
Council met Thursday af¬ 
ter postponing the regularly 
scheduled Feb. 16 meeting be¬ 
cause of inclement weather. 

The council unanimously 
approved a resolution to sup¬ 
port the LIFT legislation in¬ 
troduced during the 2015 Gen¬ 
eral Assembly.

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Health Officials Say Ky. Is Well-Protected From Measles

About 1,000 school- 
aged children in Ken¬ 
tucky, a little less than 1 
percent, are exempt from 
being vaccinated for 
medical or religious rea¬ 
sons, but state officials 
say the commonwealth 
remains well-protected 
from the measles. 

Overall about 96.4 per¬ 
cent of school-aged chil¬ 
dren in Kentucky have 
been vaccinated, accord¬ 
ing to statistics from the 
Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services. While 
981 school-aged children 
in Kentucky have exemp¬ 
tions, there are 3,060, or 
2.7 percent more stu¬ 
dents who don’t have the 
required paperwork on 
file to prove they have 
been vaccinated. 

A parent or guardian 
must fill out a sworn state¬ 
ment to obtain a religious 
exemption. A licensed 
medical provider must 
sign a statement for the 
medical exemption. 

Still, the state’s over¬ 
all rate of vaccination 
exceed standards for what 


is called “herd immu¬ 
nity,” which, according 
the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, 
is the point when a popu¬ 
lation reaches a certain 
level of vaccination — 90 
to 95 percent of the total 
population — that makes 
it more difficult for a dis¬ 
ease to spread. 

Vaccination has been a 
hot topic in recent weeks 
after measles spread from 
Disneyland in California 
to 102 people in 14 states. 
The measles were effec¬ 
tively eliminated in 2000, 
according to the CDC, but 
last year the United States 
had, 644 cases in 27 states, 
the most since 2000. 

There have been 
no reported cases of 
measles this year and 
Kentucky has not been 
directly affected by the 
outbreak tied to Dis¬ 
neyland, according to 
the state Department of 
Public Health. 

Kentucky Sen. Rand 
Paul created controversy 
when he said recently 
that vaccination should 
not be mandatory but 
voluntary. Paul, consid¬ 
ered a presidential hope¬ 


ful, backed away from 
the firestorm surround¬ 
ing those comments on 
Tuesday when he rolled 
up his sleeve for a vac¬ 
cination photo-op and 
declared his children 
had been vaccinated. 

The official govern¬ 
ment line about vacci¬ 
nation is firm: They are 
safe and effective. 

“Sen. Paul sets policy,” 
said Dr. Rice Leach, Lex¬ 
ington Fayette-County’s 
Commissioner of Public 
Health. 

“As a public health 
physician I support the 
requirement that chil¬ 
dren be immunized 
against vaccine prevent¬ 
able diseases where the 
benefits far outweigh 


the risks,” Leach said. 
“Measles vaccination is 
one of those situations 
where the benefit is far 
greater than the risk.” 

Leach, who will be 75 
in April, said members 
of his generation remem¬ 
ber vividly the impact of 
measles on their family 
and friends. As that trau¬ 
ma gains distance, peo¬ 
ple aren’t as attuned to 
the risks of the disease, 
he said. It’s not just the 
unvaccinated who are at 
risk from the disease, but 
also people like himself 
who have a suppressed 
immune system because 
of chronic illness. Leach 
is currently undergoing 
chemotherapy for a reoc¬ 
currence of cancer. 


As a state with high 
rates of chronic illness, 
Kentucky has a large pop¬ 
ulation of people at poten¬ 
tial risk, Leach said. 

According to the state 
Department of Public 
Health, measles is highly 
infectious and can lead to 
serious health complica¬ 
tions, such as pneumonia 
or encephalitis, and even 
death. Children younger 
than five and adults older 
than 20 are at high risk 
of getting a serious case 
of measles. About one in 
four unvaccinated people 
who get measles will be 
hospitalized. About one in 
500 may die. 

If someone thinks 
they have the measles, 
they should seek medi¬ 


cal attention, said Katie 
Myatt, epidemiology 
coordinator for Fayette 
County. If it appears 
measles is present, the 
health department must 
be notified within 24 
hours. Then an investi¬ 
gation begins. 

If there is a chance the 
person has been infected 
with measles, the health 
department will determine 
and notify those people who 
may have come in contact 
with the infected person 
shortly before the symp¬ 
toms appeared. If a measles 
diagnosis is confirmed, she 
said, she and other health 
workers will call those with 
exposure and make sure 
they have access to proper 
medication.

TRUTH IN SCRIPTURE 

Athaliah Killed and Joash Anointed King of Judah 

II Kings 11: II Chronicles 22, 23 

When Athaliah saw that her son Ahaziah was dead she destroyed the whole royal family of 
the house of Judah except Joash. Jehosheba, the daughter of King Jehoram and sister of 
Ahaziah stole Joash away from among the royal princes and put him and his nurse in a 
bedroom hiding him from Athaliah. He remained hidden with them at the temple of God 
for six years while Athaliah ruled the land. 

In the seventh year of Athaliah's reign Jehoioda the priest and husband of Jehosheba 
sent commanders throughout Judah to gather the Levites and heads of families to 
Jerusalem where they made a covenant with the king at the temple of God. Jehoioda told 
them that, "the king's son shall reign, as the LORD promised concerning the descendants 
of David." He led the priest and Levites in anointing Joash as their king, placed the crown 
on him, presented him with a copy of the covenant and proclaimed 
him king. Athaliah heard the noise of the people cheering the 
king and went to them at the temple of the LORD. There she saw f"' 
the king, standing by his pillar at the entrance with the 
officers and the trumpeters beside him. All the people of the 
land were rejoicing and blowing trumpets, and singers with 
musical instruments were leading the praises. Athaliah 
tore her robes and shouted, "Treason! Treason!" 

Jehoioda sent commanders to bring her out telling 
them not put her to death at the temple of the LORD 
They seized her as she reached the entrance of the 
Horse Gate on the palace grounds, and there they put 
her to death. 

Jehoioda made a covenant that he and the people and 
the king would be the LORD'S people. They tore down 
the temple of Baal and smashed the altars and idols 
and killed Mattan the priest of Baal.

They shouldn't 
get away with it 

Thou Shalt not steal. (Exodus 20:15) 

This is the eighth of the Ten Commandments. It 
appears to be very straight forward, but there are 
some who would like to muddy the waters about 
just what stealing is. 

Most everyone would agree that entering a mar¬ 
ket place and taking something without paying for 
it is stealing. 

However, there might be a disagreement about 
whether it’s truly stealing when wasting time at 
work — such as spending time on the cell phone 
with personal business. 

Those same companies that are stolen from by 
employees are also many times guilty of stealing 
from their customers by shoddy business practices 
and false advertising. 

The Bible expounds on Exodus 20:15 when it says, 
“You shall not steal, nor deal falsely, nor lie to one 
another. ...You shall not cheat your neighbor nor 
rob him. The wages of him who is hired shall not 
remain with you all night until morning.” (Leviti¬ 
cus 19:11,13) 

Many of our politicians think we need to post 
copies of the Ten Commandments in government 
buildings, but some of those same politicians would 
be guilty of breaking commandment number eight 
over and over and over. 

Politicians rob from us — but not as many of us 
think by taking money we earn through taxes. The 
Bible is explicit about how we should pay taxes to 
the government. 

But when that same government tells us we can 
buy a specialty license plate and the $10 extra we pay 
for it will be used for a specific cause and then they 
rob that money to use it for something else, they have 
not only stolen, they have broken a promise — which 
I think is covered under another commandment. 

The “Other Editors” from The Courier-Journal 
published on this page tells of how the Kentucky 
Heritage Land Conservation Fund’s money from 
the sale of their specialty license plate has been sto¬ 
len by politicians. 

Chalk this one up with many other instances 
when our governors, representatives and senators 
have robbed us the taxpayers. 

Some other instances are: 

• The Kentucky lottery, which when passed, we 
were promised all the money would be used for 
higher education and now much of it is siphoned 
off for general fund spending. 

• Social Security. Our legislators in Washington, 
D.C., have taken money from that fund in order to 
balance budgets and never paid it back. 

• State pensions. Our wonderful lawmakers in 
Frankfort took the money which should have been 
paid into the pension systems in our state and used 
it to balance previous state budgets. 

If you or I used this type of borrowing — er steal¬ 
ing — don’t think the police wouldn’t come knock¬ 
ing on our doors to whisk us away for our crime. 

It’s a crime politicians are allowed to get away 
with.

Minimum-wage raise isn't aii good

A new Bluegrass Institute 
report by Western Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity economist Brian Strow 
suggests the consequences of 
raising the minimum wage are 
more severe in some parts of 
the country - and among certain 
demographic groups - than oth¬ 
ers. 

Strow, Ph.D., notes that mini- 
mum-wage workers comprise 6.3 
percent of the workforce in the 
East South Central Census region, 
where Kentucky is located, but 
only 1.5 percent of Pacific Region 
employees. 

That’s why the $10.10 minimum 
wage proposed by the Obama 
administration would have a 
bigger and more-negative effect 
on the commonwealth’s busi¬ 
ness community than a similar 
increase in, say, Washington state, 
where a much-smaller percentage 
of the workforce earns the mini¬ 
mum wage 

“The states that see the larg¬ 
est escalation in unemployment 
from a minimum-wage increase 
are those with the lowest wages, 
which is why Kentucky’s unem¬ 
ployment rate spikes relative to 
the US. rate when the federal min¬ 
imum wage is increased,” Strow 
writes. 

And if Washington should not 
do it because of the harm it would 
cause states like ours, then sure¬ 
ly our own state Senate should 
stop the Kentucky House’s plan to 
raise the commonwealth’s mini¬ 
mum wage to $10.10. 

Not understanding the differ¬ 
ence in the impact minimum- 
wage increases have on vari¬ 
ous regions exposes economic 
illiterates like Louisville Metro 
Council member Attica Scott 
who, during the recent debate 


about raising her 
city’s minimum 
wage, spurned Mayor 
Greg Fischer’s com¬ 
promise offer of $8.75 
as keeping low-wage 
workers “economi¬ 
cally enslaved.” 

Scott suggests that 
$10.10 still wouldn’t be 
nearly enough - point¬ 
ing to Seattle’s $15 
minimum wage. 

But government- 
forced wage hikes 
don’t affect all areas 
equally; nowhere do 
they occur in a vacu¬ 
um. 

Which workers, for instance, 
does Scott think are the first let 
go when a company shrinks pay¬ 
roll in order to stay in business? 
It’s those lowest on the totem 
pole. 

“Workers in a market economy 
are not paid above their margin¬ 
al-revenue product for extended 
periods of time,” Strow teaches. 
“The employers will only hire 
employees if their wages (plus 
benefits) are less per hour than 
the company brings in per hour 
in new revenue generated by the 
employees’ presence. Employers 
will not pay someone $10.10 hour¬ 
ly to bring in $8 an hour of new 
revenue.” 

Strow explains that a person 
“whose skill set combined with 
the circumstances of time and 
place allows them to bring in $8 
an hour of extra revenue to a 
firm will be hired if the minimum 
wage is $7.25 an hour but will lose 
said job in many businesses if the 
minimum wage is increased above 
$8 an hour. 

That’s because businesses 
adjust in myriad ways to govern¬ 
ment-forced wage hikes, including 


reducing employees, 
cutting current work¬ 
ers’ hours, automa¬ 
tion (remember when 
a human being used 
to check your bags at 
the airport?) or clos¬ 
ing their doors. 

Neither are all 
demographic groups 
equally affected 
by minimum-wage 
hikes. 

According to the 
Census, for exam¬ 
ple, more than half 
of minimum-wage 
workers are between 
16 and 24 years old. 

Strow argues that young peo¬ 
ple looking for work were most 
affected by past minimum-wage 
increases - a trend he believes 
would only worsen with another 
hike now. Youth employment fell 
between March 1990 and July 2014 
from 47.1 percent to 27.1 percent; 
youth employment is barely more 
than half what it was 25 years 
ago. 

He doesn’t believe it’s a coinci¬ 
dence that such a sharp drop in 
youth employment occurred dur¬ 
ing a period of steep increases in 
the minimum wage, which rose 
40 percent - from $3.35 to today’s 
$7.25 per hour. 

“Youth employment is almost 
half of what it was 25 years ago,” 
Strow said. “A climb up the income 
ladder begins by placing one’s foot 
on the lowest bar. If society truly 
wants more people moving up the 
income ladder, it must stop remov¬ 
ing the lowest rungs of that lad¬ 
der.”

Nature lovers believing they are helping to pre¬ 
serve some of Kentucky’s greatest treasures, its 
lands, forests and streams, just got a rude surprise 
about the special “nature” state license plate they 
purchase. 

Proceeds from the $10 extra they pay for the plate, 
supposed to go to the Kentucky Heritage Land Con¬ 
servation Fund, instead are being siphoned off for 
the ever-insufficient state General Fund and used for 
other purposes. The Courier-Journal’s Tom Loftus 
reported Saturday. 

So money supposed to help buy and preserve Ken¬ 
tucky’s natural areas instead is helping plug holes 
in the state budget, spent for purposes ranging from 
purchasing pencils to filling shortfalls in pensions 
and education. 

What’s worse, as this newspaper has pointed out 
repeatedly, the license fee heist is only a fraction 
of the sleight-of-hand that goes on in Frankfort as 
governors and lawmakers seek desperately to meet 
basic state budget needs without enough revenue to 
do the job. 

Since raising or restructuring taxes apparently 
is off the table, governors propose and lawmakers 
approve suspending laws that would otherwise pre¬ 
vent them from scooping up money from a host of 
small agencies, licensing boards and other entities to 
use for other purposes. 

As Mr. Loftus pointed out, the current, 2-year 
budget for 2014-16 filled in the gaps with $285 mil¬ 
lion from 50 such sources, “notwithstanding” the 
fact state law specifies the money be used for other 
purposes. That’s the actual language the legislature 
uses in the budget bill, one of the most dangerous 
documents in Frankfort. 

“Notwithstanding” what the law says, the gover¬ 
nor and legislators rely on that term to produce a 
budget bill filling in gaps with someone else’s money. 

Nothing is sacred. Not only do lawmakers raid 
license fees paid by professionals such as doctors 
and nurses, they take funds earmarked for higher 
education. 

Proceeds from the Kentucky Lottery — approved 
by voters in 1998 with a pledge it would benefit educa¬ 
tion — by law are supposed to go to college financial 
aid. 

Yet, since 2008, lawmakers have been dipping into 
that till, nothwithstanding state law, to divert an 
increasing amount to the General Fund. In the com¬ 
ing fiscal year, the budget siphons off $43 million in 
lottery money supposed to help Kentucky students 


pay for college. 

But about those nature license plates. 

The current, 2-year budget takes $8 million in 
license plate fees from the land conservation fund, 
leaving the small agency with virtually no money to 
fund various groups that buy and manage natural 
areas deemed worthy of preservation. 

“It means this program is virtually going to be 
unable to do its job,” said Dr. Richard Kessler, chair¬ 
man of the land conservation fund. 

Kessler suggests that nature lovers who want 
their $10 license plate fee used for its lawful purpose 
should make themselves heard. 

“If they’re upset, talk to their legislators and the 
governor,” he said.

The political winds in the US. are shifting with 
regard to the terror group ISIS, even as the president 
and Congress wrestle with the issue of what type of 
force to use against it. 

A CNN/ORC International poll released recently 
shows that 57 percent of those surveyed disapprove 
of the way President Obama is handling the ISIS 
threat, compared to 40 percent who approve. 

When asked how the US. effort to combat ISIS is 
going, 58 percent say it is going moderately to very 
badly, while 41 percent say it is going moderately to 
very well. 

On the question of whether Congress should give 
Obama an authorization for use of military force 
(AUMF) against ISIS, 78 percent say yes versus 21 
percent who say no. 

But on what is the touchiest question for Obama, 
the issue of whether to commit ground troops to the 
fight against ISIS, sentiment has decidedly shifted. 
The poll shows 47 percent of people favor committing 
ground troops to the effort, while 50 percent oppose 
the idea and 3 percent have no opinion. 

That’s a marked change over the past five months. 
In late September of last year pollsters asked the 
same question. At that juncture 60 percent of those 
surveyed opposed use of combat ground troops, 
while only 38 percent favored the idea. 

This is significant because Obama has shown him¬ 
self over the course of his presidency to be attentive 
to polls, particularly where US. military involve¬ 
ment is concerned. It was polls showing a war-weary 
public that led to his accelerated withdrawals of 
ground troops from Iraq and Afghanistan. 

But Americans are clearly growing more con¬ 
cerned as ISIS expands its territory and with that 
puts on ever-more-brutal displays of inhumanity. 
ISIS’ reach had previously been limited to territory 
the group holds in Syria and Iraq. But over the week¬ 



end it demonstrated it has now established a foothold 
in Libya. There the group beheaded 21 Egyptian 
Coptic Christians. They were migrant laborers who 
had been kidnapped by ISIS in December and Janu¬ 
ary. With the atrocity ISIS demonstrated it now has a 
foothold on territory 500 miles from the southern tip 
of Italy. Its members boasted in a video of the execu¬ 
tions that they would “conquer Rome.” 

These developments are consistent with President 
Obama’s observation during his recent request for 
an AUMF against ISIS that “If left unchecked, (ISIS) 
will prove a threat beyond the Middle East, including 
to the US. homeland.” 

Obama is trying to walk a fine line in his AUMF 
request between his reticence to commit US. ground 
troops to yet another Middle East conflict and the 
growing reality that offensive ground troops prob¬ 
ably will be required to deliver on the president’s 
promise to “degrade and destroy” the terror group. 

We don’t think the American people have grown 
any less war weary. But we think what the polls are 
showing is that they are reluctantly coming to the 
view that ISIS is a threat to the US. that has to be 
countered, and that we need to commit the assets to 
the effort that are necessary to do the job. 

It is ironic that with each new atrocity boasted 
of by ISIS, the resolve of the American people to 
do something about them grows. Obama for now is 
seeking an AUMF that does not allow for “enduring 
offensive combat operations.” As always he is sensi¬ 
tive to the politics of the situation. But what the polls 
seem to show - and the president should take comfort 
in it - is that when push comes to shove on how to 
defeat ISIS, the American people are ready to give 
him room to operate.

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COULD LESSEN IRS TAX FEES 
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Special Kynect Enrolling 
Extended Throngh April 


The official kynect 
open enrollment ended 
at midnight Feb. 15 with 
more than 158,000 Ken¬ 
tuckians signing up for 
private health insurance 
or Medicaid coverage. 

Gov. Steve Beshear 
announced yesterday 
that a special enrollment 
period will begin March 
2 and continue through 
April 30 to give those 
Kentuckians unaware 
of possible tax penalties 
more time to sign up. 

“We had a tremen¬ 
dously successful second 
open enrollment period 
with many new individ¬ 
uals signing up or con¬ 
tinuing their health cov¬ 
erage through kynect,” 
said Beshear. “However, 
we believe that many 
Kentuckians did not re¬ 
alize those who do not 
obtain health coverage 
could face significant 
penalties when they file 
their taxes. And given 
that the personal risks 
of not having health cov¬ 
erage are even greater 
than the penalties, we 
have decided to contin¬ 
ue a special enrollment 
period to allow those in¬ 
dividuals more time to 
sign up.” 

The Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service penalty 
for not obtaining health 
coverage for the 2014 
calendar year is $95 for 
each household mem¬ 
ber or one percent of 
income, whichever is 


greater. That penalty 
will increase in 2015 to 
$325 for each household 
member or two percent 
of income, whichever is 
greater. 

Individuals taking ad¬ 
vantage of this special 
enrollment period will 
still owe a fee for any 
months they were unin¬ 
sured and did not qualify 
for an exemption in 2014 
and 2015. This special 
enrollment period is de¬ 
signed to allow such in¬ 
dividuals the opportuni¬ 
ty to get covered for the 
remainder of the year 
and avoid additional fees 
for 2015. 

Kynect offers an array 
of options for Kentuck¬ 
ians — whether they 
qualify for Medicaid 
or enroll in one of the 
many qualified health 
plans offered on the ex¬ 
change. Medicaid-eligi¬ 
ble individuals whose 
income falls between 100 
and 138 percent of the 
federal poverty level will 
still have to pay a penal¬ 
ty if they do not sign up, 
and they can enroll at 
any time. For many Ken¬ 
tuckians, subsidies may 
make the cost of health 
coverage less than the 
potential tax penalties. 
For example: 

•In 2015, a 30-year-old 
in Lexington making 
$20,000 would qualify for 
a subsidy and pay $37.44 
for a full year of bronze 
coverage or pay a $400 


penalty and remain un¬ 
insured. 

•In 2015, a 25-year-old 
in Louisville making 
$40,000 would qualify for 
a subsidy and pay $604.08 
for a full year of bronze 
coverage or pay an $800 
penalty and remain un¬ 
insured. 

The 158,685 people 
who have enrolled in 
health care coverage 
through kynect for 2015 
include 102,830 who have 
either newly enrolled in 
a qualified health plan 
since Nov. 15, 2014, or 
renewed the private in¬ 
surance plan they pur¬ 
chased through kynect 
last year. 

“Individuals who 
made a good faith effort 
to complete their enroll¬ 
ment with kynect prior 
to the Feb. 15, 2015, dead¬ 
line but were unable 
to do so due to techni¬ 
cal difficulties with the 
application process or 
problems reaching the 
call center do not need to 
worry. Kynect staff will 
be available to help them 
complete their applica¬ 
tion through Feb. 28, 
2015, so they can make 
sure they have the cover¬ 
age they need this year,” 
said Carrie Banahan, 
executive director of ky¬ 
nect. “And our support 
system will be available 
when the new enroll¬ 
ment period launches to 
assist individuals with 
obtaining coverage.”

cipitation have caused hardships of 
various types, but the situation is not 
unprecedented. In January 1994, tem¬ 
peratures dropped to minus 30 degrees 
in many locations in the state as a win¬ 
ter storm blanketed Kentucky with 
ice, sleet and snow. An all-time record 
low for Kentucky of minus 37 was set 
at Shelbyville on Jan. 19,1994. 

Meanwhile, this year’s cold temper¬ 
atures continue.The Kentucky Meson- 
et reported a low of minus 32 degrees 
in Madison County early Friday morn¬ 
ing — 64 degrees colder than at the 
same time in Bismark, N.D. 

Other Central and Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky locations recorded Friday morn¬ 
ing lows in the minus 20s, according to 
the Kentucky Mesonet. Harrison Coun¬ 
ty was at minus 27; Johnson County, 
minus 26; Owsley County, minus 25; 
Bath County, minus 24; Nicholas and 
Rowan counties, minus 23. These were 
recorded air temperatures and did not 
factor in wind chill. 

Records were broken at several Ken¬ 
tucky airports Friday. 

The temperature at Blue Grass Air¬ 
port in Lexington fell to minus 18, shat¬ 
tering the old record low for the date 
of zero degrees. Capital City Airport 
in Frankfort recorded a low of minus 


21, breaking its old record of minus 3 
degrees. Louisville International Air¬ 
port was at minus 6 on Friday, which 
broke the old record of zero degrees 
for that date.The temperature at War¬ 
ren County Airport in Bowling Green 
dropped to minus 4, breaking its re¬ 
cord of minus 3. 

All four previous records were set 
in the 1800s.

What 
they do offensively as far as 
pounding it inside, there’s 
nobody in the league who’s 
even close to that.” 

And by the Wildcats’ high 
standards, they even turned 
things up a notch for the 
Tigers. 

No. 1 UK, in moving to 
27-0 (14-0 Southeastern Con¬ 
ference), was dominant in 
a 110-75 win. The Cats over¬ 
whelmed with their strength 
and length, outscoring the 
Tigers 62-24 in the paint and 
outrebounding them by a 
margin of 44-22. 

The Cats came in waves 
with Karl-Anthony Towns 
and Dakari Johnson leading 
the way. Towns had 19 points, 
10 rebounds and four blocks, 
while Johnson had 13 points 
and six rebounds in just 16 
minutes. 

“I thought Karl and Dakari 
were outstanding today,” John 
Calipari said. “The other 
guys all played pretty well but 
those two stood out.” 

Towns’ performance con¬ 
tinued a run of recent strong 
play, with Saturday being his 
fifth double-digit scoring per¬ 
formance in seven games and 
third double-double of the 
stretch. Johnson, on the other 
hand, had a breakout game of 
sorts. 

The 7-foot sophomore has 
struggled at times to score 
in the post this season, but 
experienced no such issues 
against Auburn. He made 6 


of 7 from the field and made 
quick, decisive moves in 
doing so. 

“It’s about getting deeper 
position,” Johnson said. 
“That’s what Coach has been 
telling me, so I won’t have 
to take as many dribbles and 
stuff. I can take one or two 
dribbles then go right up. 
That’s what we’ve been trying 
to focus on the last couple of 
games.” 

Johnson’s worthiest oppo¬ 
sition on Saturday wasn’t the 
opposition at all. It was Mar¬ 
cus Lee. 

Midway through the sec¬ 
ond half, Johnson found 
himself in prime offensive- 



rebounding position when 
Devin Booker missed a short 
jumper. But instead of John¬ 
son grabbing the rebound and 
putting it in for an easy two 
points, Lee streaked in trail¬ 
ing the play and dunked over 
his teammate. 

“I tried to get the offensive 
rebound and then somebody 
just came over the back,” 
Johnson said. “I was like — I 
was mad at first because it was 
my offensive rebound, then I 
saw Marcus. So it was crazy” 

Johnson went sprawling 
and Lee tripped over him. 

“We were very confused, 
because we both ended up on 
the floor, and he was like, ‘You 
jumped over me and fell on 
me,”’ said Lee, who had six 
points and eight rebounds on 
the night when Tony Delk, 
who preceded Lee in wear¬ 
ing number 00, had his jersey 
retired. “I was like, ‘Sorry’ It 
was kind of like a big awk¬ 


wardness.” 

Awkwardness aside, the 
play gave a little insight into 
what it looks like when the 
Cats go at each other on the 
practice floor. 

For a brief time. Coach Cal 
backed off in practice antici¬ 
pating the stretch run. The 
result, however, was a step 
back in games, most nota¬ 
bly in the post. But in recent 
weeks, he’s turned the heat 
back on. UK’s smothering of 
Auburn is proof it’s working. 

Their inside presence re¬ 
established and Johnson and 
Towns scoring at will on post- 
up opportunities, the Cats 
forced Auburn into a series of 
impossible defensive choices 
in scoring a season-high 110 
points. 

“So are they going to try to 
front the post?” Calipari said. 
“Are they going to try to trap? 
If they do trap, are they trap¬ 
ping from a big guy? Are they 
trapping from a guard? Are 
they just going to dig? And then 
we had to play off of it, and we 
played well off of it. We kicked 
it out for 3s. We kicked it out for 
drives. We posted the ball when 
the court was spread.” 

UK converted 6-of-17 
3-point tries, just below UK’s 
shooting percentage of .362 in 
SEC play, making the Tigers 
pay for sending bodies at UK’s 
bigs. 

“They hunt shots,” Pearl 
said. “They want them. If 
anybody goes zone now, their 
eyes get big, you know?

They hardly 
wait for it to get kicked back 
out. And the deal is, they’re 
so much more dominant on 
the inside, because those guys 
can score down there.” 

With Kentucky’s interior 
play rounding into form and 
the rest falling into place 
behind it, the Cats appear 
well positioned to peak come 
March.

What’s the shooting per¬ 
centage allowed Kentucky’s 
five ranked opponents?

How many of the 1,461 shots 
taken by Kentucky opponents 
have been swatted away? That 
translates to 13 percent, or 
nearly one block in every eight 
field goal attempts.

Improving fisheries to try this spring

Kentucky Afield Outdoors 

The deepest snow since Bill Clinton roamed the 
White House pounded Kentucky this week, leaving in 
its wake stranded cars, sore backs from shoveling 
snow and grumbling citizens. 

It seems remote now, but in just a couple of weeks, 
we’U be slipping on short sleeve fishing shirts and hit¬ 
ting the water. This bracing cold will soon pass. 

Discovering emerging populations of sport fish in a 
lake or stream is a good skill to learn to increase your 
fishing success. It is also the easiest skill to learn con¬ 
cerning the outdoors. 

Studying the 2015 Kentucky Fishing Forecast is all 
you need to do because fisheries biologists across the 
state recommend some improving fisheries to try each 
year. A printable version is available on the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources’ webpage 
at fwkygov. 

The rainbow and brown trout in the Cumberland 
River didn’t feel too good during the drawdown of 
Lake Cumberland to repair the ailing Wolf Creek 
Dam. The regular flushing of cold water into the 
Cumberland River slowed to a trickle in summer dur¬ 
ing the drawdown years and the once world class trout 
fishery in the river suffered. Things are really begin¬ 
ning to improve with the return of normal water lev¬ 
els in Lake Cumberland and the consequent higher 
flow into the river. 

“We have more 12- to 15-inch rainbows in the 
Cumberland River than we have since 2007,” said Dave 
Dreves, fisheries research biologist for Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. 

The brown trout in the Cumberland are also doing 
much better and this fishery should improve marked¬ 
ly in the future. “We have many 11- to 12-inch brown 
trout in the river right now and a good chunk of 13 to 
15 inchers,” Dreves explained. “There will be some 
good fishing over the next few years for these species.” 

The brook trout stockings in the Cumberland River 
that began in 2011 with 11,000 fish are an unqualified 
success with two new state record fish caught last 
year. As brook trout grow and prosper in the 
Cumberland River, this state record will likely fall 
again multiple times over the next several years. 

The rock bass in the Elkhorn Creek system are a 
seriously underutilized fishery and the stream holds a 
fantastic population of these fish. 

“We are seeing the highest numbers in 20 years of 
rock bass 8 inches and longer as well as 6- to 8-inch fish 
in the creek,” said Jeff Crosby, central fisheries dis¬ 
trict biologist for Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 


Land Between The Lakes National Recreation Area 
will re-open Rushing Bay, Duncan Bay, Duncan Lake, 
Smith Bay, Fulton/Honker Bay, Honker Lake Refuge, 
Long Creek Waterfowl Refuge, and portions of Energy 
Lake on Monday, March 16th. Hematite Lake will also

“These areas are closed November 1st through 
March 15th, primarily as waterfowl and eagle refuges.

Lakes. “Most wintering eagles and waterfowl will 
begin migrating back north by early to mid-March,

Rock bass make a great introductory fish for chil¬ 
dren or beginning anglers as they strike often and 
hard. Rock bass, also commonly called redeyes or gog¬ 
gle-eyes, bite willingly when other species refuse. 

They make great sport on ultra-light spinning or 
spin-cast gear or on fly fishing equipment. Big rock 
bass often fool stream smallmouth bass anglers with a 
hard strike and determined fight, making the angler 
believe a nice smallmouth inhaled their offering, only 
to land an 8-inch rock bass. 

Rock bass hang in eddies covered in foamy water, 
near undercut banks with exposed roots. They vora¬ 
ciously strike practically any in-line spinner cast near 
them, but also gobble 2-inch black curly-tailed grubs 
rigged on 1/16-ounce leadheads. Rock bass make excel¬ 
lent table fare with a firm, sweet flesh, comparable to 
bluegiU in flavor. 

The crappie fishing continues to improve in Lake 
Cumberland. Water now covers acres of young syca¬ 
more and other trees that sprouted on the exposed 
banks of the lake during the drawdown, making ideal 
crappie habitat. Population sampling conducted last 
year reveals a good population of 12- to 14-inch crappie 
in the lake. 

“With the water levels back to normal, the fishing 


allowing the refuges to be re-opened.”

for practically all species in Lake Cumberland should 
improve with so much new habitat,” said Ron Brooks, 
director of fisheries for Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 
“Crappie and other sunfish will especially benefit.” 

John Williams, southeastern fisheries district biol¬ 
ogist for the department, recommends trying the 
woody cover in the mouth of Laurel and Rockcastle 
rivers in the headwaters of the lake for productive 
early spring crappie fishing. 

The shallow back ends of creek arms in Lake 
Cumberland aU grew thick with brush and small trees 
during the drawdown. These areas also make excellent 
early spring crappie fishing spots on the lake. 

Lake Cumberland crappie readily strike 2-inch red 
and chartreuse tubes fished on 1/32-ounce heads 
worked among the flooded trees along the edges of 
open water. They also strike minnows suspended 
under bobbers in the same areas. Crappie in Lake 
Cumberland tend to hold deeper than on other reser¬ 
voirs. 

Get out this spring and try some of these burgeon¬ 
ing fisheries. You may have a fish story for the ages to 
tell after a warm day spent fishing these waters.

DEAR DR. ROACH: You’ve discussed 
sleep aids and your belief that it is best 
to get off all of this type of medica¬ 
tion. I am healthy, 75 (take no meds), 
exercise with weights, do swimming 
and running regularly, and since 2007 
have been taking an over-the-counter 
sleep aid called doxylamine nightly 
with no apparent side effects. Do you 
see a problem with continuing? - A.B. 

ANSWER: Unfortunately, I do see a 
problem. Odds are that you won’t have 
a problem taking this medication; it’s 
cheap and is effective for you. However, 
there is unequivocal, abundant, incon¬ 
trovertible evidence that antihista¬ 
mines like doxylamine or diphenhydr¬ 
amine increase fall risk. If you drive, 
they increase accident risk. They also 
can cause confusion. 

Although the benefit to you from 
quitting is small, if I can get enough 
people to minimize their sleep medica¬ 
tions, I know I will prevent some falls. 
Falls are so often the first step in a pro¬ 
gression from health to disability that 
I want to do all I can to prevent them. 

Adequate lighting in the house at 
nighttime, especially between the bed¬ 
room and bathroom, avoiding obstruc¬ 
tions like area rugs and the addition 
of stairway railings and tub grab bars 
all help reduce fall risk. Exercise pro¬ 
grams - like the kind you are doing, 
but also tai chi - are great at preventing 
falls. So is getting your eyes checked. 

No single one of these interven¬ 
tions can prevent all falls. All of them 
together will prevent many Your med¬ 
ication list, even a simple over-the- 
counter sleeping aid, is the best place 
to start looking to reduce risk of falls. 


I live in Florida and would like him to 
come visit me during the cold Montana 
winters. I have heard that it would be 
easier for him to breathe at a lower 
altitude. But people have told him that 
if he comes to Florida, he would never 
be able to go back to Montana because 
he wouldn’t be used to the altitude any 
longer. Is this true? - D.W. 

ANSWER: The lower oxygen levels 
at high altitude, like some cities in 
Montana, can be a real problem for 
people with any kind of chronic lung 
disease. In those cases, supplemental 
oxygen or a lower altitude can make 
people feel better and even live longer. 
Given that your dad is already on oxy¬ 
gen, a lower altitude would be similar 
to dialing up the oxygen a bit. He may 
certainly prefer Florida’s winters to 
Montana’s. 

We begin to be accustomed to high 
altitude in a few days, but full acclima¬ 
tization takes weeks. Your dad will be 
able to return home after his visit.

Church Saved From Fire

Call it divine interven¬ 
tion. 

Parishioners at Tolu 
Methodist Church 
returned to the pews 
Sunday after what could 
have been a devastating 
fire the week before can¬ 
celed services. 

In the hours before 
Sunday morning wor¬ 
ship on Feb. 8, the small 
country church in north¬ 
ern Crittenden County 
was likely spared serious 
damage when a water 
line above a basement 
furnace that caught 
fire was compromised, 
apparently acting to 
extinguish the blaze. 

“It must have acted

as a sprinkler system,” 
said long-time church 
member Larry Tinsley. 
“I really believe it is by 
the grace of God that the 
building is still stand¬ 
ing.” 

Tinsley said the fire 
must have occurred in 
about a two-hour span 
well before scheduled 
Sunday morning servic¬ 
es. 

“I went down there 
about 7:30 to do some¬ 
thing before service and 
didn’t smell anything,” 
Tinsley recalled. 

However, he said it 
was around 9:45 a.m. 
when another member 
arrived and detected the 
smell of smoke. 

The source of the 
smoke was quickly found 
to be the church fur¬ 
nace, which had caught 
fire in a self-contained 
basement room. The 
furnace was a loss and 
smoke from the incident 
left soot throughout the 
church, but Tinsley said 
that was about the extent 
of the damage from the 
fire. About 40 gallons 
of water from the line 
burned in two above the 
furnace was vacuumed 
from the basement. 

While the near-disas¬ 
ter canceled services 
that morning, Tinsley 
said everything fell into 
place to get the church 
reopened for this week’s 
Sunday service. The fur¬ 
nace, of course, had to be 
replaced, as has much of 
the duct work that was 
full of soot. The church, 
too, had to be cleaned to 
remove all of the smoke 
damage. 

“It came together 
nicely,” Tinsley said of 
the short turnaround to 
make the church usable 
again.
